THE DUKE OF NORFOLK GOES TO ROME ON 
A SPECIAL MISSION, 


English Catholics’ Address to Mgr. Persico— 
President Carnet’s Address to the Cham - 
bers—Weakness of the New French Cabi- 
met—Warrants Issued for the Arrest of 
John Dillon, Timothy Healy and T. P. 
Gill—Federal Elections in Switzerland— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, December 18.—The Duke of Nor- 
folk started yesterday for Rqme on a mission 
te the Pope in behalf of Queen Victoria. Con- 
sidering the importance of the Pope to En- 
glish politics, owing to his influence in 
Ireland, it is rather remarkable that there 
is so seldom an interchange of com- 
munications between England and the 
Vatican. Even when Gladstone sent Errington 
to Rome, he was compelled to represent the 
mission as unofiicial, although he admitted in 
Parliament that he had asked Errington to 
ascertain the Pope’s views about certain mat- 
ters affecting the Irish question. The feeling 
he thus tried to conciliate is a survival from 
the days when Catholics were not 
allowed to vote at elections or serve 
this country in any capacity, or even build 
steeples on their churches. It is giving way 
by degrees, however, and the present mission 
is not likely to awaken any hostile prejudice 
in any quarter. The Duke of Norfolk, on 
the present occasion, is merely the bearer 
of the Queen’s good wishes. On the oc- 
casion of her recent jubilee the Pope 
sent his congratulations to the Queen, to- 
gether with a present. I happen to know 
from private sources, though it has not been 
stated here yet, that Norfolk was approached 
before his departure by a number of repre- 
sentative men among the Oatholics, who 
asked him to intercede with the Pope to grant 
a special dispensation to certain Free Mason 
lodges in England. He urged that a number 
of artistic and literary men could not join 
their fellows, who mostly belonged to one or 
the other of artistic lodges. I understand that 
Norfolk did not hold out any hope that he 
would undertake to do as requested. 

IN ANY CASE 

the result will probably bethe same, as the 
aversion of Catholic churches to any secret 
societies is too strong to be readily set aside. 
A number of leading Catholics, including 
Lords Ripon, Ashburnham and Oxford, have 
addressed a letter to Mgr. Persico on 
his return from his mission to Ire- 
land, saying: We feel bound to ex- 
press our gratitude for the tender 
solicitude displayed by the Pope as their com- 
mon father, for tho suffering brethren in Ire- 
land, and as Englishmen are bitterly con- 
scious of the oppressive conduct of England in 
the past. We hall with pleasure the advent of 
Mgr. Persico, believing it would materially 
assist and moral eneourage our efforts to 
Obtain justice in the future. 

The address goes on to say that the signers 
cannot doubt the result of his prolonged stay 
in Ireland has reassured him completely of 
the legitimate and reasonable nature of the 
national aspirations, the denial of which they 
hold to be the real cause of misery and dis- 
tress,and cannot fail to have struck bim as the 
chief material characteristic of the country. But 
they deplore the action of certain lay mem- 
bers of the CatholicChurch in England, men 
in high position and of honorable character, 
who, for incomprehensible reasons, have 
adopted a course of bitter, uncompromising 
hostility towards Ireland. Finally, they ex- 
press confidence that the Pope will not allow 
misrepresentation, however conscientiously 
made, to succeed in inducing him to withhold 
his countenance and confidence from the 
faithful people of Ireland, adhering firmly as 
ever to the faith of their forefathers. Doubt- 
less this letter will be used to represent the 
Irish national movement as purely religious 
in objects; but appeals to religious prejudices 
are much less powerful than formerly.

NO USE DODGING. 

“You expressed your disapproval of the 
policy of avoiding arrest under the coercion 
act in your most recent speech?“ said the cor- 
respondent.

MRS. ROBINSON’S TRIAL. 


Damaging Evidence Against the Alleged 
Poisoner of Willie Robinson. 


Boston, Mass., December 13.—There was a 
large crowd in attendance at the second day of 
the trial ot Mrs. Sarah J. Robinson for the 
murder of her son. James E. Shephard, an 
officer of the Supreme Colony of the United 
Order of the Pilgrim Fathers, testified that 
Willie Robinson was insured for $2,000 in the 
Order, the policy being for the benefit of 
Sarah J. Robinson. A. H. Sawyer, a boarder 
in the house of Mrs. Robinson in August, 1886, 
testified to Willie’s sickness at the dinner table 
on August 4, after drinking some tea which 
his mother poured out forhim. The sickness 
had the symptoms of polsoning and a few 
duys later he died. Charles F. Alexander, 
who boarded at Mrs. Robinson's in the 
spring of 1886, testified that he had heard 
Mrs. Robinson urge her son to join the 
United Order of the Pilgrim Fathers, and wit- 
ness was present when Willie yielded. Wit- 
ness saw Willie the Sunday before he died, 
and asked him what was the matter with him. 
Willie replied: Oh, nothing.“ Witness 
then asked: Why don’t you get up?’’ He 
replied: They won't let me. The trial is 
still in progress.

„Uttle book of notes he held in one hand some- 
‘what detracted from its impressiveness, but 
in matters of delivery and mposition it was 
incomparably the best thing\of the day. His 
‘voice was exquisitely modulzted and wholly 
devoid of that wretched parliamentary sing- 
song which is the bane of most political 
speaking. By turns gay and grave, indignant 
and sarcastic, reminiscent and prophetic, it 
was trulya rapt oration flowing free.

AROHBISHOP M’GETTIGAN.

However this may have been at 
that time, the statement is surely not borne 
out by subsequent events, for in the editor’s 
preface to the handsome Victoria edition of 
the ‘‘Pickwick Papers, just published, it is 
stated that up to the end of last year Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall alone had sold 900,000 copies 
of the immortal book, to say nothing of many 
thousand which, since the expiration of the 
copyright some years ago, have been issued by 
various publishers at prices varying from a 
guinea to a penny, or of the sale in the United 
States, which must have approximated if it has 
not exceeded the sale at home.

FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 


Annual Meeting and Election To-Day—Cot- 
ton Uninsured. 


The Board of Fire Underwriters held its an- 
nual meeting at 8 o’clock this afternoon In its 
office in the Gay Building. President Water- 
worth made a brief address, and Secretary 
Acten and Treasurer Cowan presented re- 
ports of the year’s work. After the transaction 
of some other business, the election of officers 
for the coming year was taken up and the fol- 
lowing gentlemen were re-elected: James A. 


Waterworth, President; John R. Triplett, 
Vice-President; James E. Cowan, Treasurer, 
and Edward E. Acton, Secretary. 

COTTON RATES. 

Receipts of cotton this year have been very 
— and the stock on hand is mucna 
heavier than last year. Cotton men 
complain that that they have been 
unable to place cotton risks with 
the insurance companies since the burning of 
cotton at Memphis and other Southern points. 
As a result a large proportion ot the stock of 
cotton in East St. Louls and much of that 
which is stored in warehouses on this side of 
the river is uninsured. The owners of the 
cotton in East St. Louls have sent extra 
watchmen and an extra supply of hose across 
the river for their protection in case of fire. 

An insurance man said this morning: ‘‘Our 
rate on cotton this year is 1% percent, while 
last year it was 1% per cent. We made this 
concession to the cotton men at their request. 
There is difficulty about placing insurance on 
cotton for two reasons: First, the stock this 
year is larger and, the price bein higher, it is 
much more valuable; second, it os not easy to 
place heavy risks in East St. Louis, because 
many of the 8t. Louis companies have with- 
drawn their agencies there. East St. Louis is 
in the Belleville and not the St. Louis district. 
There is no difficulty in , placing cotton risks 
on this side of the river.’

A DRAMATIC FREAK. 


RICHARD MANSFIELD IN “DR. JEKYLL AND 
MR. HYDE.” 


A Fine Audience Witnesses the Performance 
at the Olympic—How the Play Differs 
From Stevenson’s Novel—A Study of the 
Horrible in Criminal Nature—The Actor’s 
Rapid Change of Form — Amusement 
Notes. 


Something inthe line of the abnormally 
curious was presented at the Olympic last 
evening in Richard Mansfleld's version of 
Stevenson’s ‘‘Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.’’ 

The audience was excellent in numbers and 
was fine in point of intelligence. The interest 
in the production was intense, and the im- 
pression it created, that is with reference to 
the actor’s ability, was undoubtedly favor- 
able. Enthusiastic approval was accorded 
Mr. Mansfield and he was given several calls 
after the stronger scenes. 

The play is properly described as based upon 
episodes in Stevenson’s book. It is not a 
story complete in itself. It presumes a knowl- 
edge of the book, and this knowledge is 
necessary to a thorough understanding and 
appreciation of the play. The dramatization 
of astudy of speculative and unnatural sci- 
ence and psychology cannot but be difficult. 
The novelist may develop his theme gradually 
and by descriptive processes which lead the 
mind irresistibly into the realm of fancy and 
present pictures limited only by the capabili- 
ties of the imagination. The dramatist 
must deal chiefly in action and 
suggestion and must present vivid and real 
pictures. In the play the process of develop- 
ment by which Dr. Henry Jekyll, the investi- 


gator of occult science and the man who b 
means of a drug zave himself over to his evil 
nature utterly, changing into natural self at 
will can be suggested only, while the actual 
changes and the characters with some degree 
of reality must be represented. It is a series

Robert E. Beecher, Secretary, and Isaac W. 
Hakes, the Book-Keeper, Arrested for 
Making False Returns of Assets—Presi- 
dent Parsons Said te Have Filed to Cana- 
da—Application for a Receiver. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsrarcn. 

HARTFORD, Conn., December 13.—The arrest 
of Secretary Robert E. Beecher and Book- 
keeper Isaac W. Hakes of the Continental Life 
Insurance Company yesterday afternoon 
caused a sensation in insurance and financial 
circles. There was a fumor that President 
John 8. Parsons of the company bad joined the 
American colony in Canada and that the com- 
pany was wrecked beyond hope of repair, but 
it was hardly expected that the officers would 
be arrested. Proceedings for the application 
for a receiver are in court. By order of Insur- 
ance Commissioner Tyler the receiver is to be 
appointed December 22. The Commissioner 
had an interview last week with Prosecuting- 
Attorney Parker of the Police Court and asa 
result warrants for the arrest of Parsons, 
Beecher and Hakes were drawn. The matter was 
kept very quiet in the belief that President 
Parsons, who had not been seen for several 
days, would return to Hartford, buthe has 
not been seen yet and it was considered ex- 
pedient to take the others into custody, with- 
out further delay. Capt. Bill and Officer Ly- 
man Smith served the warrants on Beecher 
and Hakes, and escorted them to the police 
station through the streets, where their names 
were entered on the blotter. The warrant ac- 
cuses Secretary Beecher with having sworn in 
the annual report that the company then 
owned among its assets 200 shares of the 
stock of the New London & Northern Rail- 
road dated February 27, 1886, whichin reality 


were owned and were then in pos- 
session of the Hartford. Fire Insurance 
Company, the value being $20,000. The 
statute provides that every person who shall 
upon oath or affirmation wilfully and cor-

insurance company and forming a 
part of its assets, whereas in truth and

Judas’ 
main reliance, after God and the justness of 
his cause, was the celerity of his movements. 
He struck the blow while the enemy thought 
him yet far away. 

As soon asthe enemy was driven from the 
land by the victorious Maccabee the work of 
purifying the national sanctuary was under - 
taken. When all was complete, and even the 
olden perpetual lamp, burning always before 
the Holy of Holies, was replenished from a 
flask happily found in the ruins (for the oil for 
the lamp had to be special! prepared). a na- 
tional festival was instituted of eight days’ 
duration, to which the name of Chanukah, or 
Dedication, was ulven. 

LOCAL OBSERVANCE. 

Chanukah has been in St. Louis the source 
of much discussion between the advanced and 
the orthodox Jews. The feast Rassuch, a 
festival nature with such asmall admixture 
of religion that Rabbi Sonneschein a 
few years ago advocated that the celebration 
be taken over to the Christians’ Christmas 
time and the two festivals be celebrated at the 
same time. Hedefended his views with his

ROBBING THE MAILS. 


William D. Shell Caught in the Act This 
Morning. 


Wm. D. Shell, a substitute letter - carrier, 
was arrested this morning for tampering with 
the mails.

In- 
spector Finley was put to work on the case 
and observ nothing until this morning, 
when he saw Shelli take five letters 
from among those he was distributing, 
and walk toa private room in the carriers 
department. hen he returned he did not 
have the letters with him and Inspector Finle 
immediately arrested him. At first he denie 
the matter, but on being confronted with the 
proofs in the case confessed his guilt, stating 
that he began to tamper with the mails but a 
short time ago. He said that, in all, be had 
rebbed about ten letters and secured only . 20 
for bis pains.

KIND, WASN' IT? 


The Recognition“ of the Reporters by the 
American Association. 


Nash, in the Philadelphia News,speaking of 
the new base ball reporters’ society, says: 


I think there must be some mistake in the 
telegraphic re e of the action of the infant 
association. The reports say this: ‘‘Presi- 
dent Munson and Secretary Stackhouse were 
received as a committee from the Repor- 
ters’ <Asociation by the American Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Munson acted as spokes- 
man. After the explanation and presentation 
ofthe objects of the organization stated 
in detail the American Association 
not only heartily recognized it 
by a unanimous vote but in 
dorsed it individually. President Byrne of 
the Brooklyn Club especially spoke in the 
highest terms of commendation of the organ- 
ization, and stated that it should meet with 
the hearty indorsement of every legitimately 
organized base ball organization in the coun- 
try. He said that the reporters had taken a 
step in the right direction and he would 
“ae gp Doane rea the co-operation of the Na- 
tional ague inthe furtherance of what he 
deemed as one of the best institutions ever 
organized in association with the national 
game. Presidents Von der Ahe and Phelps 
also spoke in favor of the project.’ 

Tnat was commendable condescension in 
the Associatien to ‘‘recognize’’ the Reporters’ 
Association, and the reporters must have felt 
very much relieved when they were told that 
they were recognized“ and ‘*heartily’’ at 
that. The condescending managers even ap- 
proved the association individually. 

A double kindness on their part, wasn’t it? 

The friendship of base ball manager: is al- 
ways to be desired as much as thatof any 
other man—and in the season, perhaps, a lit- 
tle more—but their approval is something no 
independent newspaper man need ask for. 

It is certuinly the proper thing for the base 
ball manager to be in accord with the ball 
writers in anything calculated to benefit the 
national game, because benefit to the game 
means financial benefit to the manager. 

I know how far the local managements would 
approve of me should I tread a little heavily 
on theircorns. I do really pity the reporter 
who must seek the recognition!“ and ap- 
proval’’ of the base ball manager. I suppose 
the objects of the organization will shortly be 
promulgated tothe members of the profes- 
sion. I, for one, do not as yet know any vital 
need for or anization, but if such need or any 
advantage be shown, I know a half dozen men 
in this city who will willingly nestle under the 
Philadelphia wing of the new Association.

THE NEW BOARD. 


HOW THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS WILL BE 
INSTALLED THIS EVENING. 


An Important Amendment to be Offered to 
the Rules Governing the Board—The Or- 
ganization and Election of Officers—How 
the Members Will Decide on the Long 
and Short Terms of Office by Drawing 
Lots. 


The present Board of Schoo! Directors will 
meet for the last time this evening when the 
new Board, elected under the provisions of 
the Drabelle law, will be inducted into office 
at the Polytechnic Building. When the old 
Board meets several committees will be ap- 
pointed to examine the returns from the last 
election. 

The reports will then be accepted and the 
new members will step forward, when Presi- 
dent Hickman will ask a few personal ques- 
tions, such as: Are you 21 years of age? Are 
you a citizen of the United States? 
Are you interested, either directly 
or indirectly, in any School Board contract or 
lease? After answers in the negative are re- 
ceived, as are expected, a Justice of the Peace 
will be called forward and will administer to 
the new directors their official oath. The new 
Board will then proceed to an election of 
officers. Itis generally conceded that 

MR. F. N. JUDGON 
will be selected as Chairman. Director Bosley 
is said to favora different selection, but Mr. 
Judson will probably be selected nevertheless. 
Messrs. C. W. Barstow and John W. 
O'Connell are named for the Vice-Presidency. 


After organizing the Board will encounter its 
first difficulty. Under the rules of the old 
Board the committees were organized so as to 
ive general representation, one member be- 
ng selected from each of the seven districts 
into which the city was divided. Under the 
Drabelle law a different division of the city is 
made. If a Committee on Rules is appointed 
its report will not be ready for submission for 
at least two weeks, during which time all 
business will be checked. To avoid this Mr. 
O’Connell will move to amend Rules Nos. 46 
and 47 of the Board this evening. 
RULE 4 AS AMENDED 

will read as follows: 

The President shall appoint as soon us 
practicable after the biennial organization of 
the Board, the following standing committees, 
of each of which he shall be a member ex- 


officio 

1. Auditing Committee, consisting of three 
mem 

2. Teachers’ Committee, consisting of seven 
members. 

8. Lands and Leasing Committee, consisting 
of five members. 

4. Supplies Committee, 
members 

> "Course of Study Committee, 


consisting of five 
five mem- 


6. “Building Committee, consisting of seven 
members, 

7. Ways and Means Committee, consisting of 
five members. 

8. Salary Committee, consisting of three 
members. 

9. Library Committee, consisting of seven 
members. 

10. Rules Committee, consisting of three 
members. 

The proposed amendment to Rule 47 is as 
follows: ‘‘A majority of each committee 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business, provided that in, committees of 
seven appointed members ,threé of such mem- 
bers with the President of the Board, and in 
committees of five, two of such members with 
the President, and in committees ofthree, one 
of such members with the President, shall 
constitute such quorum. The seven members 
of the Library Committee shall with the Pres- 
dent and Vice-President of the Board be ex- 
officio members of the Board of Managers of 
the Publie School Library.’ 

In order that the purpose of these amend- 
ments should be thoroughly understood, and 
to avoid delays, these amendments were to- 
day submitted to the members of the new 
Board. hey met with general favor. Ifthe 
alterations in the rules are not made until a 
committee appointed for the purpose can 
make an examination of the laws under which. 
the Board is now operating, the new 
Board will not oe prepare red to take 
its work in hand until late in the next quarter 
of the school year. 

Another important order of business for this 
evening will be the distribution of the long 
and short terms. Under the provisions of the 
Drabelle law three of the members elected at 
large and seven of the district Directors will 
— hold office for two years; the re- 

nder of the Board will hold over 
for four years. The terms of office will be de- 
cided by lot. Secret Wash will write ten 
slips of poner each marked two years“ and 
ten marked ‘‘four years.’’ They will be en- 
enclosed in envelopes. The members, accord- 
ing to districts or alphabetical order’, will 
then select the envelopes and their names will 
be entered according to their luck for the two- 
year or four-year terms on the record.
